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Installing the Product 


Overview 

Installing the produet involves several steps: 

> Install drivers 

> Install Ethernet PC Card 

> Connect Ethernet PC Card to the network 

> Install iPAQ Networking software

Installing the Drivers 

1. Insert the iPAQ Networking CD into the CD-ROM. 

The iPAQ Networking menu should display automatically. 



Note: If the nnenu does not appear, select the Start button and choose 

Run. Type in “D\setup.exe" where “DV' is the location of ycur CD 
ROM cfci\e.Then click OK to start the iPAQ Networking menu. 
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2. Click Install Drivers O to start the driver installation 
software.

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Installing the Ethernet PC Card 

1 . Gently slide the Ethernet PC Card into the CardBus slot in 
your computer. 



2. Verify that the card is firmly seated in the slot. 

The system will automatically detect the presence of your 
Ethernet PC Card. 

Connecting to the Network 

Connect your Ethernet PC Card to a local network hub using a 
Category 5 UTP cable (sold separately). 



1 . Connect one end of the cable to the RJ-45 port on the 
Ethernet PC Card. O 
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2. Connect the other end of the cable to any available station 
port on a network hub. O 

Note: \Nhen inserting an Fy -45 plug, besurethetabonthe plug clicks into 
position so that it is properly seated.
